PERFORMANCE MEASURE REPORT AVAILABILITY 

Each eligible subrecipient, including postsecondary institutions, that receives an allocation described in section 

112 of the Strengthening Career and Technical Education for the 21st Century Act (“Perkins V”) must make 

available a local report that includes actual levels of performance for each of the indicators of performance 

specified in that Act. The local report must contain the sub-recipient’s performance data and must be available 

in a variety of formats, including electronically through the Internet, to students, parents, educators, and the 

public and the information contained in such a report shall be in a format that is understandable and uniform, 

and to the extent practicable, provided in a language that students, parents, and educators can understand.
